An incident in be Great ar when 
a British soldier, badly pee 
believing himself to be oh 
ed his diary to & German ‘ site 
with the request to send it té his 
people in Doncaster, has had a happy 
ending—eighteen years afterwards. 

The German kept the diary unti! 
recently when he met Private Lace, 
a British Soldier on duty in the Saar 
during the recent p>. biscite. The 
German, believing the owner of the 
diary had died, gave the diary ~ to 
Private Lace, asking him to try and 
trace the paretity. 

Inquiries in Doncaster revealed 
the fact that the owner of the diary 
is Mr. Robert Hainsworth, the third 
ton of Mr. J. W. Hainsworth, a 
former Doncaster bank manager, liv- 
ing in retirement with his wife at 
likey. Mr. Robert Hainsworth, who 
was badly wounded during the war, 
‘8 living with his wife and two child- 
ren in Lacombe, Aiberta, Canada, 

‘The diary came into the posses- 
sion of the Mayor of Doncaster, 
(Councilor H, H. Bone). on Thurs- 
day morning, when he received a 
registered letter “from Private Lace; 
ist Essex Regiment, Hooge Lines, 
Catterick: Camp, Yorkshire, 

The letter stated: “While being 
stationed on the Saar I was given a 
diary by a German ex-soldier. It 
was his wish that it be returned to 
his people, He*took it from him 
‘the Doncaster soldier) as he was dly- 
ing, and he told’ me.that the stains | 
on the diary were blood from his 
fatal wound, : 

“As I do not ¢ome from Doncaster 
and I have no reason for going there 
i thought that you would favour me 
by getting this diary returned to his 
people (if any) for me, as it will no 
doubt mean a lot*to them. TI enclose 
diary and addrees of the German ex- 
soldier.” 

The diary wag 2 cmal cza and is 
entitled ‘Soldiers’ Own-Note Book 
and Diary for 1917.” 

The name of the owner was writ- 
ten fairly in pemeil: “Robert Hains- 
worth Corps, 2nd..C.M.R.’s, Section 
269-5." Ii. was da: cd peey 1st, 
1917. “4 

On Friday m 
Worth, “a” Donecti vy >) D 
the Mansion House and identified 
ihe writing in the diary—Robert 
Nainsworth—as that of his brother 
Mr. Robert Hainsworth, farmer, La- 
<ombe, Alberta’? 

Mr, Hainsworth told a “Gazette’’ 
represertative: “I -recognised my 
brother's handwriting at once. He 
was in Oanada before the war, and 
joined the C.M.R. and came over to 
Fngland. His company was drafted 
into the Post Office Rifles, and Rob- 
ert was severely wounded early in 
1917 (the date of the diary). 

“He was so badly wounded that, I 


believe he thought he was dying and 
it was then that he probably handed 
over the diary to the German. He 
has ‘never spoken of this although 
it is quite possible that he way so 
badly injured he did not know what 
he was doing at the time.” 

Mr. Hainsworth said that jater his 
brother got a commission and was 
wounded again. While in Glasgow 
he met his future wife and after the 
war returned to farming in Canada 
and now has two chilaren. 

“IT am sending him on the diary as. 
{ Am sure he will be keenly interested 
in it,” said Mr. Hainsworth. 

Mr. Robert Hainsworth is an old 
Doneaster Grammar School boy and 
was for a time a pupil at the Corpor- 
ution electricity work», 

Eventually he gave up électricity 
work and went to Canada three or 
four years before the war when he 
took up farming. He is the third 
son of a Doneaster bank manager, 
who with his wife is living in re- 
lirement at Ilkley. Mr, Hainsworth 
was s0 badly wounded that he is still 
in receipt of a war pension.

New Honors 


Women May Be Admitted To New 
Orders At Jubilee Celebration 

It is understood a new honors order 
for women, or at least their admis- 
sion to another of the existing orders, 
is under consideration in court circles 
in connection with the jubilee cele- 
brations in London, . 

At present women may enter only 
the Order of the Companionship of 
Honor and the Orders of the British 
Empire and Crown of India. The 
Companionship honor is limited to a 
total of 50, and the Crown of India 
is reserved for recognition of 
women’s work in India, so far as 
women are concerned. 

The Queen is the only woman hold- 
ing-the Order of the Garter, but in 
mediaeval times it was usual for 
several women members of the royal 
family to be included. 

The Royal Victorian Order, which 
is bestowed in recognition of personal 
service to the King and members of 
the royal house, might possibly be 
enlarged to include women.

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New Principal For McGill 


A. E. Morgan From Hull, England, 
To Assume Duties This Fall 
Arthur Eustace Morgan, M.A., 
principal of University College, Hull, 
England, has been appointed prin- 
cipal and vice-chancellor of McGill 
University to succeed the late Gen- 
eral Sir Arthur Currie, it was an- 
nounced by E. W. Beatty, chancellor 

of the institution. 

The famous Montreal educational 
institution,.on the slope of Mount 
Royal, founded in 1821 by the late 
Sir James McGill, had been without 
a principal and vice-chancellor since 
Nov. 30, 1933, when Sir Arthur Cur- 
rie, former commander-in-chief of 
the Canadian corps in France, died 
at Montreal after a long illness, 

Announcement of the selection of 
Sir Arthur’s successor was made fol- 
lowing a special meeting of the uni- 
versity’s board of governors. 

Principal Morgan was educated at 
Trinity College, Dublin, and has oc- 
cupied professional positions in the 
University of Bristol, University Col- 
lege, Exeter, and the University of 
Sheffield, in which university he oc- 
cupied the chair of English language 
and literature prior to his becoming 
principal of University College, Hull, 
in 1926. ‘ 

The new principal is a distinguish- 
ed ‘scholar and recognized as one vf 
the leading authorities in the 2mpire 
on the subjects of English language 
and literature. Mr. Morgan is in his 
49th year and will, it is expected, 
arrive in Montreal Sept. 1.

Vaccine From Eggs 


Discovery Made Recently Was Great 
Triumph For Doctors 

No one has ever seen a smallpox 
germ. It is so small that it is in- 
visible in the most powerful micro- 
scope. That it exists can hardly be 
doubted. Unlike a visible bacterium, 
it cannot thrive in an artificial cul- 
ture or “soup.” It must have a liv- 
ing cell to feed upon,. according to 
Waldemar Kaemppfert, writing in the 
New York Times, 

An immense: amount of work has 
been done to find a living medium in 
which this invisible smallpox germ 
will thrive. Drs, Li and Rivers of the 
Rockfeller Institute found that the 
eight-day-old embryo of chicken eggs 
would do, The virus thus grown 
could be transplanted from animal 
to animal and even used success- 
fully in vaccinating against small- 
pox. 

Four years ago this work inspired 
Drs. Goodpasture, Woodruff and Bud- 
dington to go still further and use 
the egg directly. They pierced a 
small hole in the shell and injected 
a little of the virus into the skin of 
the egg. The hole was then closed 
with a piece of mica. In a few days 
there was a cloudiness. Little spots 
of blood were seen. The virus was 
thriving. Not only this but it could 
be transplanted from egg to egg, the 
virus from one serving to infect four 
others. 

Ever since this triumph a score of 
experimenters have demonstrated 
effectiveness: of this egg-bred virus, 
among them Professor Enrique Pas- 
chen of the Hamburg Institute for 
Ship and Tropical Diseases, the man 
who discovered little bodies in the 
virus now recognized as the actual 
smallpox excitants. All the bother 
of dealing with animals and embry- 
onic tissue is swept away. Dr. Leh- 
man has recently established a record 
of 386 transplantations from egg to 
egg. He says the virus. loses no 
potency in the “passage.” 

It looks as if smallpox vaccine will 
be taken in the future from inocu- 
lated eggs instead of calves.

Public Works Undertakings 


Inclusion Of Railway Equipment In 
Government Program 

Guarantee of equipment securities 
of the Canadian National and Cana- 
dian Pacific Railways to the extent 
of $15,000,000 is a feature of Do- 
minion government legislation of 
which notice has been given to cre- 
ate employment by public works and 
undertakings throughout Canada. 

Inclusion of the railway equip- 
ment works in the government’s re- 
employment legislation had been 
forecast but it had been expected 
the amount would be double the fig- 
ure named in the resolution. Exten- 
sion of the public works program 
launched last year, and other works 
undertakings are to be included in 
the measure. 

For nearly a year the government 
has been considering representations 
from the makers of railway equip- 
ment in Canada seeking federal guar- 
antees to cover equipment orders for 
both systems. Some employment had 
been created in-the Algoma and Syd- 
ney steel plants a year ago by the 
Dominion government guaranteeing 
the cost of rail orders until such 
time as the companies took delivery. 
The equipment orders suggested. in 
early representations had been for 
around $30,000,000.

Subvention On Coal 


Government Subvention On Saskat- 
chewan Coal Shipped To 
Winnipeg Market 
The government announced pas- 
sage of an order-in-council raising 
from 15 to 35 cents. the subvention 
of Saskatchewan coal being shipped 
to the Winnipeg market. The Alberta 


‘| subvention remains at 70 cents a 


ton. 

Dr. Charles Camsell, deputy min- 
ister of mines, explained the change 
was made following complaints that 
last year’s rate of 15 cents a ton on 
Saskatchewan coal affected adverse- 
ly the geographic advantage coal 
dealers of that province had in the 
Winnipeg market before introduc- 
tion of subventions. 

The government was asked to cal- 
culate the subvention necessary for 
Alberta coal to meet United States 
coal competition at Winnipeg and 
the department found the 70-cent 
figure was the minimum. 

The administration was asked also 
to give parity to the two subventions 
on the basis of two tons of Saskat- 
chewan coal being equal to one of the 
Alberta product. As a result the 
Saskatchewan subvention was made 
85 cents and the Alberta left at 70 
cents,

Grime-Covered Picture May Prove To 
Be Original Rembrandt 

A grime-covered picture sold at 
auction for $35 may be an original 
Rembrandt and worth from $380,000 
ot $35,000, it became known at Ot- 
tawa. Steps to learn the authen- 
ticity of the painting were immedi- 
ately taken’ by the purchaser, whose 
name J. E. Graham, the auctioneer, 
refused to divulge. 

Potential value of the painting 
was not realized until after it had 
been cleaned and the signature of 


the Dutch master appeared, together 
with the date, 1673.

Pedibadivasts by 
‘Charles Bache, field director of a 
joint expedition of the university 
‘museum and the American School of 
Oriental Research, 

The city, believed 6,000 years old, 
was found on the sathe site where a 
5,700-year-old settlement was dis- 
covered a month ago. 

Bache said that the discovery 
marked the attainment of one of the 
expedition’s chief objectives. The re- 
sult would be a systematic’ study of 
the “painted pottery peoples,” so 
called because of striking geometric 
designs painted upon their earthen- 
ware. The pottery peoples, accord- 
ing to Bache, are known to have 
Swept like a conquering horde’ from 
the east over India, Persia and Meso- 
potamia in the sixth millenium be- 
fore Christ. 

“Already our partial ‘excavation of 
the city on Level 12 has revealed 
that their architecture surpassed that 
of the three later periods of time,” 
Bache wrote. “One large building, 
lately cleared, was so extensive that 
it may have been the palace of a 
nobleman. The largest of its many 
rooms has mud brick walls coated 
with fine white plaster. 

“This is the earliest use of wall 
plaster recorded thus far, and shows 
that the inhabitants already had 
mastered the secret of burning lime 
for mortar and stucco.” 

The building was evidently used as 
a dwelling. 

“In one room was a small oven 
containing a cooking pot from which 
the lid had not been removed,” Bache 
said. “Investigating, we found that 
the pot still contained meat bones— 
a fact which may justify the assump- 
tion that in this particular dwelling 
dinner was being prepared when the 
sudden approach of the unknown 
enemy swept the inhabitants away.”

sociate Committee on Weed Control, |

Weeds on farms throughout Can- 
ada are causing an annual loss to 
farmers that represents a staggering 
monetary total.

According to the 
story, Chang, a farmer, was hope- 
lessly in debt. So he and his wife 
decided to hold a “banquet of death” 
and commit suicide. 

Chang’s wife. killed and cooked a 
chicken in arsenic. As théy were 
about to sit down to eat their fare- 
well meal, bandits appeared at the 
gates of their farm. Frightened, they 
hid. 

When the bandits entered they 
were overjoyed to find a feast pre- 
pared. They sat down and boister- 
ously ate the whole of the chicken 
and drank all the wine. 

Suddenly—just as the last morsel 
of the grim meal had been consumed 
—one of them, writhing in pain, fell 
down dead. One by one the whole 13 
collapsed, groaning in agony, 

Soon all the bandits were stretched 
dead on the floor. Chang and his 
wife came out of hiding. They 
searched the bandits and found $600. 

The police decided the money be- 
longs to Chang, so his financial 
troubles are now over, the story 
goes.

I thought to myself as I went my way, 
Which of these roles have I tried to play? 

Am I a builder who works with care, 

. Measuring life by the rule and square? 

Am I shaping my deeds to a well-made plan, 
Patiently doing the best I can? 

Or am I a wrecker, who walks the town, 
Content with the labor of tearing down? 


_ All over this world of ours there are men and women earnestly striv- 
ing to build,—people in governments, in churches, in education, in finance, 
in industry, in business; statesmen around the League of Nations council 
table, sitting in international conferences, or engaged in diplomatic nego- 
tiations. They are trying to build anew out of the wreckage and upheaval 
of political, économic and social conditions thrown into chaos by the Great 

- War and its bitter aftermath. They are striving to save civilization, and 
make it a finer thing than anything hitherto known. 


But ‘pecause the times are temporarily out-of joint, weaknesses have 
developed in the economic system, social evils have become multiplied; in a 
word, because abnormal conditions exist and many people are in difficulties, 
the “wreckers’” have become bold and walk the town blatantly engaged in 
the easiest of all tasks—that of tearing down. Men and women who never 
constructed anything, who lack both the ability and the incentive to con- 
struct, are busying themselves in criticizing the efforts of the buiiders, im- 
puting unworthy motives to them, seeking to wreck anything and every- 
thing of a constructive nature that is attemptéd, 

Even the best and most patient of people are inclined to be critical 
and become fault-finders, In fact, how often are people now heard to 
speak in praise of anything, of any institution, or of any effort that is being 
put forth? Rather, is it not the general attitude to denounce and attach 
blame? 


The popular thing to-day seems to be to destroy, to wreck. In some 
countries they are deliberately trying to destroy religion and so to revert 
to the dark ages; in these and other countries the attempt is being made 
to deprive people of liberties won through the suffering and bloodshed of 
past generations. The wreckers would in a day tear down the constructive 
work of centuries, 

There are those, of course, who still hold fast to the faith that is in 
them; who still believe in liberty as the sacred right of the individual citi- 
zen; who hold true to democratic forms of government and-trust in the 
people and hatred of dictatorial autocracies. F 

Builder or wrecker—which are you? Which class has brought mankind 
to its present civilization? Which class lifted. mankind from the caveman 
stage? Which group has developed modern medicine, which is responsible 
for modern inventions, which built our transportation and communication 
systems, our modern towns and cities, which brought into being the higher 
standard of life in this twentieth century? And was it not the wre¢kers 
who precipitated the Great War and are responsible for the whole train of 
evils which have followed. 

The builders are still building in the face of enormous difficulties and 
the opposition of the wreckers; the builders are striving to save civilization 
which the wreckers would destroy through revolution and bloodshed in order 
that out of civilization’s crash they may reap goulish benefits, 

Each of us may well take stock of ourselves, study our present habits 
of thinking, examine our actions, watch our words—in brief, take a measure 
of our lives and see whether we are builders, “patiently doing the best we 
can,” or merely wreckers “content with the labor of tearing down.”

Plea Is Made For Completion Of Two 
Branch Lines In Northern 
Saskatchewan 

A plea for completion of two 
branch lines of the Canadian Na- 
tional Railways in northern Saskat- 
chewan was made before the select 
standing committee on railways by 
Cc.

Demand For Cars In United States 
Puts Industry In High Gear 

The No. 1 industrial colossus of the 
United States, the motor car indus- 
try, is in high gear, In haul-away 
trucks, in freight cars and in drive- 
away processions the product of the 
assembly lines is moving from fac- 
tory to dealer and on to consumer 
in heavier volume than at any time 
during the last five years. 

Gaining momentum steadily under 
the impetus of a swelling consumer 
demand, the industry has assembled 
more than 1,313,000 passenger cars 
and trucks since Jan. 1. During 16 
weeks of 1935, the industry produced 
as many units as were manufactured 
in all of 1932. Output for that year, 
lowest point in the depression, was 
1,431,494 cars and trucks,

Will Pay Its First Dividend To 
~ shareholders Next July 

When the Bank of Canada pays its 
first dividend next July the amount 
going to each shareholder will be 
based upon the time the first share.

Applicants for. shares were re- 
quired to send their orders for $12.50 
for each share requested, represent- . 
ing one-quarter of the cost per share. 

Dividends will be reckoned, there- 
fore, on $12.50 per share from Sep- 
tember 1, 1934, to January 4, 1935, 
and on the full purchase price of 
$50.00 per share from January 2 to 
the date of declaration, probably 
July 2. e 

The actual rate of. dividend will 
not: be known until it is declared by 
the board of directors, but under sec- 
tion 31 of the Bank of Canada Act 
it cannot exceed 4% per cent.'a year, 
cumulative. Any excess profits over 
the maximum dividend requirements 
go to the rest fund and the consoli- 
dated revenue fund of Canada.

Five Major Errors 


Cause Of Motor Fatalities Given By 
Insurance Company. 

What causes motor car fatalities? 
Violation of certain common rules of 
the road, which are, or should be, 
known to all, accounts for most of 
them. . 

The Travellers’ Insurance Company 
of the United States in its annual 
compilation of highway accidents 
finds drivers guilty of five major 
errors. Of the 36,000 ~deaths last 
year, the report shows, 6,850 were 
caused by éxcessive speed, “3,470 by 
driving on the wrong side of the 
road, 2,740 by not having right of 
way, 3,820 by driving off roadway, 
2,740 by other reckless driving. 
Pedestrians erred, too, and are taxed 
with two major causes in the annual 
roll of fatalities: 4,310 by crossing 
streets between intersections and 
2,690 by walking on rural highways. 


. These seven causes account for 74 


per cent. of the total lives lost.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Feed Wheat Diverted 


Say Shipments To U.S. From Canada 
Go To Flour Mills 

United States agents are combing 
the midwest in a hunt for wheat 
bootleggers, according to a Chicago 
despatch to the Herald Tribune. 

“Because of the swirling storms of 
dust which last year covered meagre 
forage in pasturelands,” the despatch 
says, “and increased the death rate 
of cattle, the duty on wheat was 
reduced from 42 per cent. to 10 per 
cent. to permit its importation for 
feeding purposes. Investigators have 


. discovered large diversions of the 


feed wheat to flour mills. 

“One shipment of 400 tons from 
Canada, according to customs men, 
has disappeared somewhere in the 
region of St. Paul, and its obvious 


’ destination has caused investigators 


to wonder how much Canadian wheat 
ever reached the cattle for which it 
was intended.” 


Inventor Dies 


Chemist Invented The Cellulose Pro- 
cess For Spinning Artificial Silk 
Charles Frederick Cross, of Sus- 

sex, Eng., to whom women are part- 

ly indebted for artificial sitk hosiery, 

died recently at the age of 75. 

Cross, with a fellow chemist, E. J. 
Bevan, invented the cellulose process 
for spinning artificial silk more than 
40 years ago. He enjoyed a world- 
wide reputation among pulp and 
paper makers and had received many 
distinctions for his research work.

In addition to the individual maps 
of the various. constituencies one of 
every province was prepared, in 
order ot show in convenient form all 
constituencies within a province. 
These maps are of course on a smal- 
ler scale than those of the individual 
constituencies, but they indicate the 
territory included in each sheet. 
Copies of the maps, by provinces or 
separate constituencies, may be ob- 
tained at a nominal charge upon ap- 
plication to the Surveyor General, 
Department of the Interior, Ottawa. 


A Good Imitator 


Starling Has No Distinctive Song Of 
Its Own 

Most of us only know this new 
bird, the starling, as a pest. When 
seen alone or in pairs niost people 
mistake them for blackbirds and do 
not go to the trouble of perceiving 
that they are not purple grackles, 
being too small. They are similar in 
size to robins, but shorter, less stout 
of body, have smaller heads and 
longer bills and whiter. 

Most of us never observe the star- 
ling until in the autumn when these 
birds gather in their thousands and 
tens of thousands and at eve do 


‘marvellous convolutions in the air, 


twistings and turnings, manoeuvr- 
ings, aerial drills and quadrilles. Even 
the worst deeds of these birds seem 
to a watcher largely atoned for by 
the astonishing and gladsome air 
performances which they put on. 
There is something else about this 
bird. It is a new song bird in Can- 
ada. At this time of year the starling 
is not a clan bird but an individual. 
A pair goes away and nests. And 
a starling, male or female, will sit in 
a tree and with no particular song of 


its own will imitate most of our|. 


native birds, the robin, the sparrow, 
even the song sparrow and the cat- 
bird. The starling will sit in one 
place and imitate several birds in 
succession, At times it will sing and 
while doing so it will champ its beak 
as an accompanimént to its song. 
This bird does vaudeville. This bird 
is an artist and if you will stand and 
watc# and listen. to it, it will go on 
indefinitely, letting you hear what it 
can do. It appreciates your interest. 
The starling only shows its art in the 
mating season, but, as a bird expert 
tells us, that is true of nearly all the 
birds.—Toronto Star. 

Are In The Majority 
Figures Show More Single Persons 
In Mental Hospital .

Was First Used On Trains In Eng- 
land In 1833 : 

The long, eerie hoot of a_ loco- 
motive steam whistle echoing for 
miles across thé plains is quite a 
step from the tin horns that engin- 
eers used to blow when trains first 
begun to run in England.

Unearth Historic “Sea Serpents” 


Skeletons Dug From Clay Beds In 
Southern Manitoba 

The fossilized remains of the two 
prehistoric “sea serpents” dug from 
clay beds northwest of Morden, Mani- 
toba, where they lay buried for an 
estimated period of 60,000,000 years 
are in the course of preparation for 
exhibition in the National Museum, 
Ottawa, 

The larger of the two skeletons is 
probably the longest of which there 
is any record, the Department of 
Mines reports. As excavated it 
measures 33 feet, but a considerable 
portion of the tail is missing, and its 
total length probably exceeded 40 
feet. The smaller mosasaur skeleton 
is 15 feet long with a portion of the 
tail also missing. Combined shipping 
weight exceeds two tons. Discovery 
of the two skeletons marks the first 
occasion that any considerable part 
of the fossilized. remains of mosa- 
saurs have been found in Canada, 
though fragments have been located 
near Miami, Manitoba, a few miles 
to the north of the site of the pres- 
ent discoveries.

Candid Camera 


in “candid” photography you must shoot with conditions “as Is.” That’e 
what makes it fascinating. ‘ 


Last week we talked about candid 
photography in general so now let's 
discuss the personal and mechanical 
equipment necessary to take candid! 
camera pictures, 

First, you must be equipped wtih 
a disposition to overcome a few 
obstacles, for you are going to have 
them if you are determined to get 
real candid camera shots. As was 
pointed out last week, in candid pho-! 
tography you take your pictures “ag 


In candid photography your pic- 
ture possibilities are limited—or un- 
limited, as the case may be—-by the 
versatility of your camera, but for 
the average amateur a small camera 
with an f.3.5 lens will give all the 
speed necessary. A fast lens plus 
super sensitive panchromatic film is| 
essential if you are to make your 
candid camera shots. under adverse 
lighting conditions, in or outdoors. 
Next in importance is your shutter 
speed. No, an extremely fast shutter 
speed is not all-important for candid 
shots, but obviously it has many ad- 
vantages. 

An ideal combination for your 
miniature candid camera is an f 85) 
lens for your largest diaphragm 
opening with shutter speeds rang- 

from one to 1/800 of a second. 
With such a shutter you will also 
find it equipped for “time” and 
“bulb” exposures. 

Slow shutter speeds are important, 
for there are occasions when you 
will find it quite necessary to make 
your candid shot with the lens wide 
open and then, to get proper ex- 


posure, you'll have to shoot at speeds 
of 1|10, 15 or perhaps a full second. 
Slow shutter speeds will be found 
necessary, too, when under good 
lighting conditions you may want to 
“stop down” to f.16 or £.22 to get 
good depth of focus. 

The old rule of photography is to 
use a tripod when taking p'ctures at 
speeds slower than 1/25 of a second, 
or else place the camera on some- 
thing solid to prevent any move- 
ment when the picture is snapped. 
You can't always plan on either of 
these safeguards or conveniences in 
candid photography, for when a can- 
did camera shot appears -you must 
shoot before your game gets away. 

Holding the 
slow shutter speeds may be classified 
as one of the obstacles to conquer. 
Practice is the only road to success 
in overcoming this handicap, 

First of all, however, know your 
camera. Thoroughly familiarize your- 
self with all the manual operations 
until they become second nature to 
you. 

Then practice holding the camera 
steady through such low speeds as 
1/5 and 1/10 of a second. Don't try 
to hold yourself stiff in shooting at 
slow speeds. Relax all over; steady 
yourself; hold the camera to your 
eye and release the shutter, not with 
a sudden push or pull, but with slow 
steady pressure on the release. 

Candid photography may require 
@ little effort and thought but you 
will be well repaid in unusual and 
interesting results.
